Subfequent to this General Prohibition, 
is the Ereéting a Court of Honour, where- 
in fuch Exprefs Articles are fet down, for 
Reparation of Perfonal'Affronts, that it is 
now neReproach for aMan to refufe aChal- 
Senge, and mafte his Complaint to the Pro: 
per Magiftrates, where he never fails of 
what they call L’Amende Honorable ; or, 
a Gentleman-like Satisfaétion. 

The Power of Judging in thefe Cafes is 
Committed to all the Marefhais ef France, 
who area Sovereign Court without Ap-

Thefe delegate their Power toevery Go- 
vernour ofa Province, and they to the De- 
puty Governour, or Lieutenant du Roy, and 
under them every Governour of a Town, 
or Caftle, or every fubordinate Magiftrate 
im their Turn, -have Power to hear and 
determine, in Cafe of Perfonal Injury ; and 
if the Perfon Sentenc’d by this Power, finds 
himfelf aggriev'd, he may appeal to the 
Marefhals themfelves. 

If there be a Marefhal of France in or 
near the. Ptace, where any fach Fray hap- 
oy no Man can hear or decide without 

pecial Licence from the faid Marefhal. 

Tn all Cafes, where the Faét is not Af- 
certain’d ‘by the Articles, the Sentence is 
in the Breaft of the Principal Magiftrates, 
andthe Perfon Cenfured has no Redrefs, 
but by Appeal as before. 

In-Cafes of Private Affault it has, been 
known, that a Perfon has been Sentenc’d 
to:lie 20 Years in Prifon, befides other Re- 
paration; but thefe have been when a 
Man has been very foully ufed, as we have 
a very-particular Story in the remembrance.
